know what we were capable 
of becoming.” 

Explaining that there~ isa 
critical connection ‘between 
culture and freedom, Hatcher 
said awareness of black cul- 
tural heritage rids black 
people of self-hate and seif- 
doubt. 

Hé laid much of the blame 
for the ignorance of blacks of 
their cultural heritage to the 
white news media and white 
dominated schools. 7 

Hatcher warned of the 
danger in blacks concerning 
themselves with culture 
alone, however, noting that 
efforts to attain freedom must 
combine economic, political 
and cultural areas. 

“The 1970s will see a 
Struggle for power through 
the electoral process. Black 
people will exercise greater 
political power than ever 
before in history," he said. 

Declaring that the “protest 
Politics” of the 1960s is over, 
Hatcher said the black 
struggle has moved to 
another level because blacks 
have realized that revolution 
and reform do not occur over 
night. 

He urged blacks to become 
involved in the Democratic 
national convention, 

“The real tragedy of the 
last convention was that 
blacks played no-significant 
role in thie electoral process," 
he said. 

Hatcher warned also 
against trends in’ urban 
government across the 
nation, “The politics of aban- 
donment and envelopment 
could effectively isolate black 
voters from any real power if 
Current trends are allowed to 
go unchecked," he said. 

He defined abandonment 
a8 when a white suburb with- 
draws from a black urban 
area, and envelopment as 
when an addition is made by 
whites in order to render the 
black-vote-less-powertul: : 
" “We must fight to protect 
our growing political aware- 
ness. We must not permit

The exhibit of works by 32 
photographers was organiz- 
ed by the James Van DerZee 
Institute, New York City.

The performance of 
“Treemonisha'"’ was the 
highlight and culminating 
event of a week-long Afro- 
American Music Workshop at 
Morehouse. The workshop 
included lectures, panel 
discussions, and concerts 
and brought to the campus 
outstanding musicians and 
music educators from across 
the nation.

Project, “means that as many 
as 445,000 people benefited 
directly from CMACAO's 
Presence in the community,

Citing a study undertaken by 
the U.S. Bureau. of Labor 
Statistics which Used Texas, 
Oklahoma, and Louisiana as 
the unit of analysis, Mrs. 
Turnbull said they found that 
each person placed in em- 
Ployment. earning $2.25 an 
hour, generates an added 
$10,000 to the GNP.

Then came the playoffs 
and things changed some- 
what. Russell led the Celtics 
to victory over the Philadel- 
phia-club; and the big reason 
was the way Russell rose to 
the occasion and contained 
Chamberlain, 

The big Celtics’ center out 
played Chamberlain and also 
out-gamed him. 

Chamberlain was embar- 
assed and told the press he 
was going to retire, but he 
didn't. 

The pro players who atten- 
ded the game called Bill 
Russell a fantastic player. 
There is one thing Russell 
did. He made every team re- 
spect him, both in college 
sand in the pro ranks, 

When he played for the 
University of “San Francisco 
Dons and helped them to the 
national college champion- 
ship, they were (we mean the 
basketball writers) trying to 
compare Tom Gola with 
Russell. 

When we asked the old pro 
Jim Pollard about the com- 
parison, he replied, “|. would 
love to have both, but if it's 
one, | have got to take 
Russell.” 

We have talked to a num- 
ber of coaches in the Nation- 
al Basketball Association and 
| have yet to hear anyone say 


anything, but the very best 
about Bili Russell. They 
called him a terrific team 
player, and that alone made 
him one of the game's 
greatest. 

At the same time no one in 
his right mind who knows the 
game of basketball would 
ever minimize the natural 
gifts of Wilt Chamberlain. 

We well remember the 
night Russell led the Boston 
Celtics to their fourth straight 
NBA championship.

That was the 1961-62 
season and they were playing 
the Lakers, a team which 
boasts Jerry West and the re- 
tired Elgin Baylor, one of the 
greatest forwards of ali time. 

Despite the fact the Celtics 
showed Sam Jones and 
Tommy .Heinsohn, it was 
Russell who turned the game 
around for the Celtics. 

Russel) and Chamberlain 
had many battles and in most 
of them, Russell had the best 
of the duel between them. 

Now Russell can sit back 
and watch the game and pick 
out certain players and iheir 
performances in the game.

More Blacks Hold 


ATLANTA, GA. - The Voter 
“Education Project, inc. (VEP), 
has completed a survey 
which indicates that there 
are now 873 black elected of- 
ficeholders in the 11 
southern states. 

The VEP statistics demon- 
strate that, since the passage 
of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965, the increase of 1.5 
million black southern voters 
has brought-—-about- a 
corresponding increase in 
the total number of black of- 
ficials ‘elected in the South. 
Prior to the passage of the 
Voting Rights Act, the num- 
ber-of black” officials was: 
fewer than 100. Since 1965, 
that number has increased as 
follows: 1966, 159; December, 
1968, 385; ‘November, 1970, 
644; August, 1971, 735; to the 


February, 1972. figure of 873. 
In Mississippi and 
Louisiana, the number of 
black elected officials in- 
creased sharply as a result of 
recent statewide elections. 

In Alabama, the number of 
black elected officials reflec- 
ted a decrease of 16 
Positions beeause the Justice 
of the Peace office was 
abolished by referendum on 
danuary.18, 1972 

A state-by-state breakdown 
yields the following totais: 
Alabama, 83; Arkansas, 96; 
Florida, 51; Georgia, 65; 
Lovisiana, 119; Mississippi, 
126; North Carotina.-103; 
South Carolina, 66; Ten- 
nessee, 47; Texas; 61; and 
Virginia, 54. 

Three of the 873 black of- 
ficials hold two offices. In

Explaining that there is a 
critical connection between 
Culture and freedom, Hatcher 
Said awareness of black cul- 
tural heritage rids black 
people of self-hate and self- 
doubt. 

He laid much of the blame 
for the ignorance of blacks of 
their cultural heritage to the 
white news media and white 
dominated schools. 

Hatcher warned of the 
danger in blacks concerning 
themselves with culture 
alone, however, noting that 
efforts to attain freedom must 
combine economic, political 
and cultural areas. 

"The 1970s will see a 
Struggle for power through 
the electoral process. Black 
people will exercise greater 
political power than ever 
before in history," he said, 

Declaring that the “protest 
politics” of the 1960s is over, 
Hatcher said the black 
Struggle has moved to 
another level because blacks 
have realized that revolution 
and reform do not occur over 
night. 

He urged blacks to become 
involved in the Democratic 
national convention. 

“The real tragedy of the 
fast convention was that 
blacks played no significant 
role in the electoral process," 
he said. 

Hatcher warned also 
against trends in urban 
government across the 
nation. “The politics of aban. 
donment and envelopment 
could effectively isolate black 
voters from any real power if 
current trends are allowed to 
go unchecked,"’he said. 

He defined abandonment 
as when a white suburb with- 
draws from a black urban 
aréa, and @nvelopment as 
when-an-addition-is made-by 
whites in order to render the 
black vote less powerful.

The Live-In Marriage Trend! 


"People "ars beginning to drum up a” 
look-in at the new’trend called “live-in” 

in_ which unmarried CSuples take on 

common law marriage residency, maybe 

temporarily, and then again, maybe per- 

manently. It is getting attention because 

middie to upperclass young whites are 

getting into it. 

Getting.into it? They have been in it for 
years, for it is akin to “free love” and a 
major angle is one member of a love 
combo carrying a key to the other's 
living quarters, eating. there and 
shacking up all night or on a weekend. 

it certainly is not very new, for lift the 
rooftop of many black relief homes and it 
will be found to be going full blast. Then 
there is the working woman who did not 
get to go to the altar, but has been 
carrying on live-in practice with first one 
and another boy friend. The new white 
version has to do with sharing living ex- 
penses and, even that is nothing new. 

Black people have carried on the prac- 
tice up from slavery promiscuously under 
common law practice. There are laws 
about it but they have to do with being 
caught in sex relation and not with the 
frequency in week-days and day hours 
couples are together under one roof. 

The church and the social structure 
have frowned on the practice. it has 
resulted in misfortune for the couples at 
times. In the black race, the woman has 
often been the breadwinner of the house 
and the man just shares in her labor 
fruits. The woman has been socially 
scorned sometimes. 

\f the male member dies the personal 
property generally accrues to the 
deceased legitimate relation rather 
than the wife, and that includes the in- 
surance which the wife, in all probability, 
kept paid up during the marriage. This | 
saw so often in my hometown, 

Now the practice has taken on a new 
name and people are beginning to ask 
questions. Those carrying on know the 
public scorn they suffer for it and the 
embarrassment to their parents. The new 
cult is made up of young whites; they are 
the ones getting public attention. 

These young people's revolution is 
opening the eyes of society to a lot of 
things and bringing hush-hush action 
into the open, not brazenly but”sensibly. 
it is more sensible than petting in a 
drive-in movie, on aute.rides and ata 
motel shack up, for it carries the element 
of honesty away from the sneak plays of 
the others. But society would insist upon

For years | have advised fellows to try 
@ year or so in common law living prior

It_has to. be recognized that .two 
people, going together, are dressed up in 
their best deportment while each is’ 
around, Too' often the wedding ring has 
exposed that deportment as the sham- 
bles it always was, but hidden behind 
politeness. Too often when the ring has» 
been placed on the finger, each lets his 
and her hair down and shows the real 
dispositions so disagreeable to the 
other. 

Not only does fluxation in disposition 
appear but often sex capability, which is 
@ major factor in happy marriage, can be 
gauged in live-in arrangements. Such 
arrangements can possibly result in more 
solid cementing of marriages and 
bypassing tragic influences over children 
by unhappy marriages. It is like that old 
song about the live-in marriage, "Getting 
to Know you, getting to know all about 
you.” 

Of course, the focusing of public in- 
terest on an old, old practice might result 
in the police getting a new assignment to 
break it up. But | think it should be 
carried on in a kind of trial, com- 
Panionate marriage. At the termination of 
the live-in action, the couple ought to 
know if each is the one the other wants 
for life.

and YOU

QUESTION: | have been working for a 
contractor and paying into social 
security for the past 20 years. | am 
usually off work at least 3 or 4 months 
out of every year. After | reach 62 next 
month, can | collect social security 
retirement benefits for thoes months | 
don't work? : - 

ANSWER: Yes, you may be able to 
collect reduced retirement benefits at 62 
for those months in which you do not 
work, You should contact a social 
security office and discuss the details of 
your particular case, \ 

QUESTION: When | turn 65 next year, 
| will apply for monthly social security 
retirement benefits. if | don't. have a 
birth certificate, what else can | use to 
prove my sge? 

ANSWER: Check with your social 
seturity office. The people there may be 


able to help you get a copy of your birth: 


certificate—or some other document to 
establish your age. A baptismal cer- 
tificate, school record, old insurance 
policy, or other records may prove your 
age. Generally, the older the document, 
the better.

WASHINGTON — Last week,-for the 
second time, the House passed a bill to 
continue the poverty-program. The first 
bill to extend the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity was vetoed by President Nixon 

The second bill was similar to the first, 
except that the major new Child De- 
velopment Program was deleted. Unfor- 
tunately, the President's supporters ‘in 
the House say that he will veto the 
measure again. 

The President apparently objects 
Strenuously to two of the many programs 
contained in the bill. The first of these is 
the Head Start Progran. In Cleveland, 
830 children are served by Head Start 
and thousands more cannot be accom- 
modated, Nationally, the program 
provides services to only 20% of the 1.6 
million eligible children, The bill au- 
thorizes an increase in funding trom 
$376 million to $500 million, The increase 
is an improvement but is clearly not suffi- 
cient to meet the need. 

Head -Start-is also-authorized to begin 
to offer services to families above the 
poverty line on a graduated fee basis. 
The fees begin at a family income of 
$4,320. A schedule based upon income is 
Provided, A family with two or more chil- 
dren and an income of about $6,000 per 
year would pay about $160 per year

Vice President Agnew intervened in a 
lawsuit filed by legal services attorneys 
in Camden,-New Jersey, The suit against 
city officials was to compel them to 
follow federal urban renewal require- 
ments to provide relocation for their 
clients displaced by renewal, Mr, Agnew 
contacted Mr, Speaker on behalf of the 
city officials in an attempt to negotiate a 
settlement: This is exactly the sort of in- 
terference which the corporation pro- 
posal is designed to obviate.

Columbus Blacks Identified 
With ners Movement 


By REV. ARTHUR ZEBBS 


In the early and mid-1800's 
Columbus and its surroun- 
ding areas had black men 
who were active in the under- 
ground railway movement. 
This movement and operation 
transported thousands of 
runaway slaves through 
Columbus en route to points 
further north and to Canada. 

Harriet Tubman was among 
the most nationally renown 
agents of the movement, but 
even here successes were 
dependent upon a linkage 
with’ other agents who were 
“conductors” and “station 
masters" on the long, ar- 
duous way to freedom. We 
know that there were 
“stations” or places on the 
way to Columbus where the 
fugitive slaves: would stop, 
rest, eat and then wait for 
another conductor to come 
along and secretly transport 
them to the next point of 
departure. 

John T. Ward operated a 
farm in an area which is now 
called Whitehall, John's 
father, Wakeman Ward, star- 
ted a hauling business and 
had hauling contracts with 
thé government. Subsequen- 
tly, the hauling business 
helped to establish the E.E. 
Ward Company which has 
been in business in Colum- 
bus for over 90 years. 

John T. Ward used hisfarm 
house to hide fugitive 
slaves; he also used his 
father's hauling equipment to 
trangport runaways and 
fugitives to stations further 
north into Worthington, 
Westerville and other points. 
He operated an underground 
railroad station in Truo Town- 
ship of Franklin County on 
the National Trail seven miles 
east of downtown Columbus. 
This trail is now known as 
U.S. Rt. 40, 

Transporting fugitives was 
dangerous business 
because of the frequent ap- 
Pearances of slave hunters 
who attacked horse-drawn 
wagons suspected of 
Carrying runaways, John T, 
Ward had other co-workers 


REV. POINDEXTER 
..alded escapees 


who helped him transport 
fugitives to freedom. John 
Booker, William B, Ferguson, 
Jeremiah Freeland, James 
Hawkins, David Jenkins and 
William Washington were 
Stalwart, proud black men of 
Columbus in the early 1800's, 
who worked under pre- 
carious conditions to free 
their brothers and sisters 
from the oppression and 
horrors of slavery by working 
with John T. Ward's 
operation. : 

There were white citizens, 
who also helped to hide and 
conduct escapees. They were 
Or. James H. Coulter, L.G. 
Van Slyke, DOr, Samuel H. 
Smith, Joseph Sullivant and

Smith was a professor of the - 


Starling Medical College 
during the 1840's. 

One of the most well 
known fighters against 
Slavery was James Preston 
Poindexter, Columbus was 
already a center of ‘Activity 
against slavery soon after it 
became the state capital. It 
was in this setting that Poin- 
dexter became the most ar- 
ticulate and vociferous voice 
against slavery. Like 
Frederick Douglass, he was 
an eloquent speaker and his 
words penetrated the hearts 
of men like swift arrows.

Judge Burke, a wife, 
mother, and career woman, 
emphasized that women need 
no loriger be relegated to a 
child-rearing role. “She can 
still be a homemaker, but she 
can be a successful career 
woman, too. Overwhelming 
physical |prowess is no 
longer needed to carve out a 
career. But opportunities to 
develop what potentials 
women possess are still 
essential and are still subtly 


denied to them,’’ declared 
Judge Burke. 
People still have an- 


tiquated ideas about the role 
of women in today’s society, 
she said, pinpointing that 
Cleveland's Mayor Perk has 
not named any women to his 
cabinet, and that Governor 
Gilligan has not appointed a 
woman to his cabinet., 
Re-emphasizing her 
moderate stand on Women's 
Lib, nevertheless, Judge 
Burke stated she upheld the 
idea of equal pay for equal 
work. “If mine was not an 
elective position,” she said, 
“with the salary set by the 
Legislature, | doubt if my 
salary would be commen- 
surate with that of a man's.”

She was forced to lie face down on the bed in her * 


apartment and then beaten on the buttocks about 20 times 
-with a wide-leather belt, After that, the man who had whip- 
ped her, held a cigarettte lighter to a kitchen fork and then 
applied the heated fork to the woman's buttocks. 

She said she’ was also beaten about the body with a 
coat hanger and that her assailant threatened to kill her and 
pour boiling water on her.

Black Composer’s Opera Is 


The library shelf has 
doomed more good art than 
any other affliction known to 
the creative energies. So too, 
with Scott Joplin’s 
“Treemonisha,"’ written in 
1911 by the king of ‘ragtime’ - 
that is until its recent revival 
in Atlanta's Symphony Hail. 

That the king of ‘‘Rag” 
could compose an opera was 
incredible to listeners of the 
early 20th century. Already 
quite wealthy as a ragtime 
composer - Joplin's Maple 
Leaf Ray sold 75,000 copies 
of sheet music in six month -, 
Joplin yet yearned for 
operatic fame. 

In 1907 Joplin went to New 
York and by 1911 has com- 
pleted his first; and what was 
to become his last, opera, 


“Treemonisha", the libretto 
of which is how Joplin thinks 
the black man can improve 
himseif. 


Submitted to a Harlem 
rehearsal hall, ‘‘Tree- 
monisha” was doomed to 
oblivion for the black 
listeners did not like it. Says 
Ragtime Scholar Rudi Biesh, 
“they were sophisticated 
enough to reject their folk 
past, but not sufficiently to 
relish a return to it in art.” 


To Joplin, the failure of his 
one opera meant the failure 
of his entire creative effort. 
After the 1915 Harlem rejec- 
tion, Joplin became morose, 
and his masterpiece was 
tucked away among other 


pieces by long ago forgotten 
artists

assembled in that city. 

The opera was or- 
chestrated by Dr. T. J. Ander- 
son, visiting professor of 
music, and conducted by 
Robert Shaw of the Atlanta 
Symphony. Katherine 
Dunham was stage director 
and choreographer, and Dr. 
Wendell Whalum selected 
and prepared the chorus and 
coordinated the entire effort. 


The performance of 
“Treemonisha” was the 
highlight and culminating 
event of a week-long Afro- 
American Music Workshop at 
Morehouse. The workshop 
included lectures, panel 
discussions, and concerts 
and brought to the campus 
outstanding musicians and 
music educators from across 
the nation.
